CHANCE DUTIES 
OF ASSESSORS 


T ie function of township assessors 
will 
change 
from 
assessment 
to 
gatherers of statistics for a chief as­ 
sessor in each county, if a law* now 
before the governor Is signed by 
him, H A. "Cappy” Thomson, Upper 
Darby, secretary of the state super­ 
visors, auditors, assessors and tax 
collectors association, told the Ad­ 
ams county group at its annual con­ 
vention Wednesday afternoon at the 
court house here. 
Th? new law, Thomson said. pro­ 
vides for the naming of a chief as­ 
sessor in each county who will make 
the actual assessments, and for the 
establishment of a county-wide map. 
or series of maps, showing every 
property in the county, its owners 
and other details for assessment 
purposes 
Take Stale Exam 
Those who fill the new full-time 
jobs as county assessors will have 
to pass a state board examination. 
The assessors elected to each dis­ 
trict w ill provide the information for 
the county assessors, Thomson said. 
Reason for the change is "the 
assessors throughout the state fell 
down on the Job." ITiomaon said 
"From 1930 to 1950 the value of

motor firm, was damaged by water. 
Pieces of three-eighths-inch thick 
steel from the tank were scattered 
over a city block. 
Rescuers, including quickly mobil­ 
ized National Guardsm en, recovered 
four bodies. There were no reports 


of any jiersons missing. Tile last to 
be found, a boy three or four years 
old. was under a 250-foot section of 
the tank. 
The dead: Deal Elliott, about 60; 
a Mrs. San Miguel and her small 
son; and Steve Gallegoes, about 14. 
Two others were hospitalized with 
undetermined injuries — Mrs, An­ 
thony Gallegos and a small boy, said 
to have been a relative visiting her 
home for the night. 
Damage was centered in a sec­ 
tion containing homes of Spanish- 
American families und some busi­ 
ness houses.

Today’s Talk 


By GEORGE MATTHEW ADAMS 
HEADLINES 
In this age of speed and time sav­ 
ing the headlines in our daily news­ 
paper become significant. The head­ 
line writer must be an artist at his 
Job He must try and tell a story in 
a few words. Once we looked for 
those bold headlines as only the 
equipment of "yellow Journalism”— 
but no more. They save the time 
of ones reading, and often tell a 
complete story. 
If a reader wants the elaborate 
story he can read everything. He 
has his choice. Brevity is the soul 
of a good many things. Take the 
telephone for example. Valuable 
time is saved by brief talks over this 
remarkable convenience. The long 
talker over the telephone is never 
a welcomed one. 
I recall the instance of a mission­ 
ary who wanted to condense a 
cable dispatch from China to Amer­ 
ican. to save expense, so he merely 
sent the ane word—“love.” That one 
word embodied more than a score 
of words could! 
Often the headline writer of a 
newspaper makes his headline so 
striking that the fallowing story 
might never have been read at all. 
Many a headline is a stroke of 
genius. The headline to an adver­ 
tisement often tells more than all 
the rest of the copy. Also. It may 
be so written as the intrigue the 
reader though he might not be in­ 
terested at all in the object on sale. 
The "bait” however, might be so 
good as to completely sell the read­ 
er. 
I once read that Marshall Field, 
the elder, who founded the great 
Chicago store that bears his name, 
was a man of few words. So was 
Henry Ford. and Thomas Edison— 
but people pondered over their 
briefest statements. The very first 
line in the Bible is this: "In the be­ 
ginning Ood created the heaven and 
the earth." There is a great in­ 
triguing story in that one line. Peo­ 
ple reading that line will want to 
learn what happened after that! 
The headliner speaker is that one 
who has something to say and who 
says it In the briefest and most 
interesting manner. In a very broad 
sense we can all be expert headliner 
personalities!

State Bank Boosts
